Wnen 
that distinguished citizen accepted the 
chairmanship of that committee there 
was a good deal of astonishment ex- 
pressed by Democrats throughout the 
state. For years the Democratic or- 
ganization in Philadelphia has been 
atrocious and every observing Demo- 
crat throughout tac state has known 
for some ume that it was simply a 
trading-post 
for political commerce 


with the Quay machine. But until the 
rules were changed at the last Demo- 
cratic state convention it was impossi- 
ble to remedy the evil. Democracy ii 
the antitaesisoi revolution. To over- 
turn an orgaaizition without the 
countenance of law would be revolu- 
tionary, and therefore the Democratic 
leaders of the state were obliged to sit 
through a number of years, helplessly, 
while the party was being betrayed, 
because there was no warrant of law 
for declaring the Philadelphia or- 
ganization invalid.

Tbe Presidents Murderer Will Die In the 


Electric Chair. 


BUFFALO, N Y , September 24.—At 


4 35 o'clock this afternoon L?on F. 
Czolgosz, the prerdent's assassin, was 
pronounced guilty oi murder in the 
first degree. The penalty is death in 
the electric chair. Sentence will be 
pronounced at 2 p. m , Thursday. 


The trial was one of the shortest of 


its kind on record. It occupied but 
eight hours and twenty-five minutes. 
There were seventeen witnesses for 
the prosecution; the prisoner refused 
to permit anybody to testify in his 
behalf. The assassin was pronounced 
sine by the eminent specialists on 
insanity who examined him. Those 
who testified were some of the sur- 
geons who attended the president and 
anumber of persons who were near him 
when he was wounded. The medical 
men described the wounds and swore 
that they caused Mr. McKinley's death. 
The testimony of the other witnesses 
was, in the main, a description of the 
tragedy. J. L. Quackenbush, a mem- 
ber of the Pan-American reception 
committee, said: " * * District At- 
torney Penney and the assistant dis- 
trict attorney had some conversation 
and then the prisoner in reply to ques- 
tions stated that he had killed the 
president because he believed it to be 
his duty. He understood the position 
in which he had placed himself and 
was willing to take his chances.

gosz said he had gone to the Falls on 
the previous day with the intention o( 
shooting the president, but was unable 
to carry out his intention. He came 
to Buffalo and got in line with the 
people at the Temple of Music 
The 


defendant told us how he concealed his 
weapon, how he kept his hand con- 
cealed in his pocket while waiting to 
reach the president's side. Whea he 
reached a point in front of the presi- 
dent he fired. If he had not been 
stopped, he said, he would have fired 
more shots. He said he had been 
watching the president for three or 
four days for a favorable opportunity 
of shooting." 


"Did he give any reasons for wishing 


to kill the president?" 


"Yes, he said that he did not believe 


in the present form of government or 
in any of the institutions of it. He 
said he had for several years stulifd 
the doctrine of anarchy. He believed 
in no government, no marriage rela- 
tions, aad said he attended church for 
some time, hut they talked nonsense 
and would not continue there. He said 
he believed in free love. He gave the 
names of several papers he had read, 
four of them, and he mentioned one 
known as "Free Society." He said he 
had been influenced by the teachings 
of Emma Goldman and by another 
woman living in Cleveland, whose 
name 1 don't recall. 


"I asked Czolgosz to make a brief 


statement for puolication and he wrote 
out the following: 


"•I killed President McKinley be- 


cause I done my duty. I don't believe 
one man should have so much service 
aad another man should have none ' 
This statement he signed."

Judge R. S. Frazer, of Pittsburg, has 


handed down an opinion dismissing 
the equity suit brought by Mrs. Mary 
Pitcairn and others in order to have 
her marriage to Albert Pitcairu, alleg- 
ed to be insane, declared valid. The 
lunacy commission in the case of Al- 
bert Pitcairn found on April 19 last 
that he had been a lunatic without 
lucid intervals for four years previous 
The couple were married at New Paris, 
August 29, 1S97, and Mrs. Pitcairn con- 
tended that, according to the finding, 
her marriage would be in doubt. In 
answer, the defendants filed a demur- 
rer, holding that Airs. Piteairn could 
only contest the finding of the commis- 
sion by filing a formal denial thereto, 
and that the courts of equity had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. This view 
was upheld by Judge Frazer, who says: 
•'This will prevent injustice being 
done her, as she can be as fully heard 
upon the trial of the denial as she 
could be if an issue were awarded in ac- 
cordance with the prayer of her bill."

Elkins on train No. 1 and last night 
was brought to this city on train No. 4 
and taken to Johns Hopkins hospital 
on Baltimore and Ohio 46, which hap- 
pened to be late.

It indicates that 
they have been scared and now are re- 
assured. Another thing which should 
not be overlooked is that Roosevelt's 
principal friends and supporters have 
not yet come to the scene. 
It is 


thought that when Senator Lodge 
comes back from Europe there may be 
a change in the existing situation. 


There is no doubt that Roosevelt 


will be strenuous in some direction. 
It is said that he will favor not only a 
large navy but a standing army of a 
strength equal to that provided under 
the reorganization act of last winter. 
Whether the army can be enlarged in- 
definitely without interfering with the 
welfare of the people as a whole is one 
of the questions not yet settled. 
We 


are not ready for any such ideals of 
military service as those which prevail 
in Europe and it is doubtful if we real- 
ly want to be. Another place in which 
there is likely to be some shaking up 
is the secret service. President Roose- 
velt has been collecting testimony 
about the performances of the secret 
service men at Buffalo and it is stated 
that he regards them with contempt, 
as -a lot of incompetents, and will make 
some radical changes in that branch of 
the government very soon. In this 
connection there is a little story about 
Josiah Flynt, the tramp detective, 
which is interesting. 
Flynt, as most 


people know, is a college-bred man 
who has been knocking about in the 
disguise of a hobo for the last ten or 
fifteen years, gathering information 
about tramp and criminal classes, and 
is possibly the best authority in the 
country on this subject. He published 
an article some time ago which was a 
terrible arraignment of the New York 
detective force and the New York peo- 
ple were mad. They said they would 
show him that he could not talk in

That the existing trouble at Kear- 


ney may be properly understood we, 
the employees, beg leave to submit the 
following facts: 


On or about the 1st day of May, 1901, 


one of our brother members had ten 
dollars taken out of his earnings at 
the office as a fine because a railroad 
car, in which he and three others bad 
loaded coke, caught fire on account of 
the coke not being properly cooled 
before loading. By direction of the 
miners and cokers a committee of five 
waited on Mr. Thropp, Jr., to, if pos- 
sible, adjust the difficulty satisfactori- 
ly. Mr. Thropp was unreasonable and 
demanded that this brother pay the 
fine or be discharged, totally disre- 
garding the fact that there were three 
others equally involved in this matter. 
As the one he wished fined was the 
only member of organized labor among 
the four who loaded the car, we could 
not consent to such discrimination. 
The committee failing to reach a satis- 
factory settlement, communicated with 
the general secretary-treasurer. 
The 


result was that we had another con- 
ference with Mr. Thropp, at which 
time the general sectary-treasurer 
was present, when Mr. Thropp stated 
that he was going to suspend operation 
while repairing his furnace, but would 
resume operation in about six weeks, 
and his agreement was that each and 
every employee could resume his former 
position. 
On the 17th of August the 


committee was notified to meet Mr. J 
E. Thropp, Jr., ou the 20th of August 
There was nothing accomplished at 
this conference, only to set a time 
when the committee and general secre- 
tary-treasurer could meet Mr. Joseph 
E. Thropp, Sr. A conference was held 
on August 27th and 28th, at which 
time Mr. Thropp presented the follow- 
ing agreement:— 


APPLICATION' FOB EMPLOYMENT. 


We, the undersigned, hereby make 


application for employment at the 
Kearney coal and coke works of Joseph 
E. Thropp, agreeing, if given employ- 
ment, to be governed in our relations 
to our employer and our duties by the 
following memoranda, viz:— 


1. While Joseph E. Thropp does not 


oppose the existence of organization 
among workmen in his employ at 
Kearney, if they consider such neces- 
sary for the better advancement ot 
their interests, as long as it does-not 
interfere with Mr. Thropp's ideas oi 
good discipline and economical man- 
agement, it is not his intention to dis- 
criminate in any way in favor of or 
against any one not affiliated with any 
organization, nor to allow any one to 
be discriminated in favor of or against 
by other workmen in his employ, for 
reason of his belonging or not belong- 
ing to an organization. 


2. We recognize the fairness of 


Joseph E. Thropp in this matter, and 
recognize his or his management's sole 
right to hire and discharge whom he 
pleases, and that we must not inter- 
fere by intimidation or coercion, or 
any way whatsoever in his exercis- 
ing this right. 


3. Every employee may exercise his 


privilege at any time, as has always 
been the rule, to present in person to 
Joseph E. Thropp, or his management, 
any relevant matter for adjustment. 


4. Those who belong to any organ- 


ization may deal with the management 
or with Mr. Thropp through a com- 
mittee, provided its membership and 
character conforms to the following, 
viz: 


5. A general committee must con- 


list of five (5) regular employees, two 
from the ovens and three from the 
mines. The members of this commit- 
tee must be married men, who have 
been married not less than three years, 
must be residents of Kearney and must 
have worked at Kearney not less than 
three years. The members of this com- 
mittee must be acceptable to the man- 
agement. They shall continue in office 
for three months, unless removed by 
death or otherwise, in which case 


authority to treat with the manage- 
ment, shall be full and sufficient cause 
for discharge. 


Which he expected the employee* to 


sign before returning to work, virtu- 
ally cancelling bis former verbal 
agreement of May, thereby leaving it 
in his power to discriminate in the re- 
instatement of his employees. The ac- 
ceptance of the conditions of his agree- 
ment would be a death-blow to all 
organized labor and the right of the 
miners to select their checkweighmen 
as provided by the Act of Assembly of 
June, 18B3, and the result was it was 
not accepted by the men, who drafted 
another agreement under which they 
agreed to work, and of which the fol- 
lowing is a copy:— 


MEMORANDUM OF AOBEEMENT. 


First. While we, the employees of 


Kearney mines and coke works, recog- 
nize the rights of Hon. Joseph E. 
Thropp to employ whom he please, 
yet we think it but right and just 
that all employees, at time of suspen- 
sion of operation, be reinstated as 
agreed to in May. Therefore we de- 
mand that there be no discrimination 
in the reinstatement of all old employ- 
ees.

which he was held. 
The cruel act of 


the cowardly assassin aroused the 
deepest indignation against him and 
the lawless band to which he belongs; 
Mr. iUICinley's heroic struggle against 
death and his coble conduct during the 
battle for life endeared him to the 
people, who then saw a phase of his 
character they had never noticed be- 
fore. 
His courage, cheerfulness and 


tender regard for his devoted wife 
won the admiration of all. 


The three martyred presidents—Lin- 


coln, Barn'eld 
and 
McKinley—were 


alike in some respects.

Lincoln was 


killed by &n efiemy of the republic; 
Garfield by a passionate partisan; Mc- 
Kinley by an anarchist. 
The assas. 


sins who sjew the immortal Lincoln 
and the benevolent Garfield had some 
fancied grievance, some alleged wrong 
to right. In the case of McKinley it is 


difficult to find any eseuse for Czolgosz's 
orime. The dead executive was noted 
for his friendly feeling toward all 
classes of men, the country was at 
peace and enjoying an era of prosper- 
ity—yet, when in the act of greeting; 
the assassin with a kindly smile, the 
president is cruelly shot down by the 
man whose hand he was about to grasp. 
The dastardly deed was the outcome of 
the devilish doc'rineadvocatedbyHerr 
Most, Emma Goldman and others 
of their ilk—enemies of government 
and emissaries of the devil.

Itav YORK, September 24 —A week 


ago we seemed 
to stand 
on 
the 


threshold of eternity. 
The Angel 


of Death was waiting to give the 
final summons to onr great chieftain 
—whether 
he should remain with 


us a little longer or whether he 
should answer now to the imperial 
call. The Almighty was merciful to 
the sufferer and spared him the agony 
that usually accompanies this painful 
form of death. The struggle was brief, 
but hopeful. At last the spirit took 
its flight from its tenement of elay »t 
it heard the voice of the Grand Master 
saying, "Well done—well done, thon 
good and faithful servant, enter into 
the joy of thy Lord." 


William McKinley came to the presi- 


dential chair well equipped for the 
fulfilment of ite du ties. He had served 
in all the offices of his own state from 
the position of roadmaster to governor, 
and in our civil war he served with 
honors up to the rank of major, and he 
might have closed his military career 
with tbe rank of general but he con- 
sidered himself unworthy of the honor. 


At the close of the war his country- 


men called upon him to serve in the 
great councils of the nation, w.hich 
he had entered, and with his usual in- 
dustry, he was not long in mastering 
every detail of his duties. The tariff 
was then the absorbing question before 
the people. 
A vital question was 


whether we should continue to pay 
tribute to foreign lands for the articles 
needed for the life of our people, which 
could be cultivated or manufactured at 
home, giving employment to millions 
here and building np industries upon 
which,upto that time.we had depended 
from foreign lands. Strange as it may 
seem, the nation was almost evenly 
divided upon this vitally important 
question, one party declaring that a 
high tariff was the surest highway to 
national prosperity, while the other 
declared that it robbed the people and 
sure as fate was the highway to nation- 
al ruin. 


The arguments used were specious 


enough to deceive the closest investi- 
gator. Why, it is plain, said one, if 
you add 30 per cent, to the cost of 
goods manufactured abroad and needed 
at home you add just so much to the 
cost of the goods whatever the tarifl 
demands, whether it be 10 or 100 per 
cent. Those who favored a high tariff 
put the question to their opponents, 
Why go abroad for your goods?" Man- 
ufacture them here, and, whether it 
be sugar or machines, you bring the 
workman here who may buy all he 
needs, and every dollar he produces 
increases our national prosperity. All 
these intricate details were soon mas- 
tered by William McKinley, who rose 
to be chairman of the committee of 
ways and means. It is this committee 
that provides for the expenses of every 
department of our government—the 
army, the navy, the judiciary, the 
financial, and, in short, everything, 
little or great, from the man who 
sweeps out the floor of congress to the 
president of the United States. 


During the fierce debates which oc- 


curred in our national councils .for sev- 
eral years,entirely changing the policy 
of the nation—this year giving suecesi 
to Democracy and free trade, and th* 
next year high tariff was the shibbo- 
leth of millions. In all these fights 
Mr. McKinley was prominent and, in 
fact, the standard-bearer of high tariff, 
which made his name known through- 
out the land from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 
He became a leader in our 


national conventions in which the pres- 
ident is nominated and in due time 
his own name claimed respectful atten- 
tion. The crucial test of his character, 
as I mentioned a few weeks ago, was 
when he came to a Republican national 
convention as the friend of John Sher- 


man, 
whose name he was to present as 


a candidate for the presidency. The 
convention refused Mr. Sherman the 
nomination,-but offered it to William 
McKinley. This he refused and stern-

face, and it was only with the greatest 
difficulty that they landed him in jail 


It is, indeed, a sad thing to remem- 


ber that we have no law the pnniah- 
ment for which would be anything 
commensurate with the crime ol the 
assassin, and here we pause to ask our- 
selves wherein is republicanism as ad- 
ministered in this country to-day su- 
perior to the government of Great 
Britain. What have we in human gov- 
ernment that the nation of Great Bri- 
tain has not? 
It is the government of 


many different nations, many of them 
bordering on savagery, and yet, though 
at heavy cost, its imperial power is 
sustained. Is life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness better protected in 
the United States than it is throughout 
the kingdom of Great Britain? 
We 


have no language, we have no word in 
our American vocabulary which is the 
equal of the word loyalty to an English- 
man. It is immaterial to our faith 
whether the government 
of Great 


Britain falls back on the divine right 
of kings to rule, there is a certain 
something for which we have no name 
lhat holds him loyal to his king or 
queen. 
To partially understand this 


we must call up a scene enacted over 
fifty years ago, where three of Great 
Britain's greatest councilors are kneel- 
ing before a young girl offering their 
devotion and with it the right to 
rule over a hundred millions of the 
human race. 
Where in the United 


States could such a scene be enacted 
but at the last and most fearful portion 
of the scene enacted in our own land, 
where millions of our people, bowed in 
grief, paid the last tribute to our pres- 
ident of reverence and love ere we con- 
signed to the earth one of the greatest 
and best presidents this land has ever 
known. 
He is not dead. 
He will 


stand as a beacon light to our nation 
for ages to come. 
We have no fear of 


his future, his past is safe, and so we 
say farewell, but not forever. 
Our 


local politicians have had but little 
time for the enactment of any public 
business in the presence of our great 
calamity. 


The arrival of Mr. Croker last week

Britain, 
when 


brought face to face, we sadly lose 
caste. Great Britain passes through a 
period of futy years governed by a 
weakly woman, who reigns in peace- 
fulness for half a century without a 
serious attempt on her life. Y*;t in 
that same fifty years, where life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness are as- 
sured to the citizen,three presidents of 
the United States have been assassinat- 
ed in the presence of thousands, not 
on account of their tyranny, for they 
were acknowledged to be just, brave 
and true; nor on account of misgov- 
ernment nor anything of which the 
citizen could reasonably complain. 


Two of the assassins of the Ameri- 


can presidents were native here, and 
to the manor born, only one was a for- 
eigner and he made a declaration that 
he was sorry for his act that in the 
fact of the killing he had not shot his 
victim to instant death. This matter 
of assassinating presidents, kings or 
emperors does not depend on a single 
association, but has an organization 
stern as death in every pa-t of the 
world to-day and they seem influenced 
by a fatalism like that of the Mussel- 


man, 
who claims that his act is govern- 


ed by some unseen power which directs 
him in the performance and which he 
cannot resist. 
Oae would naturally 


believe that the immediate punish- 
ment which he has a right to expect 
for himself when taken in the parform- 
ance of his crime might stay his 
hand. He might reasonably expect 
the crown to trample him to death. 
Twice, we are told, one of the detect- 
ives whoso special duty it was to guard 
the president, jumped on the body of 
his helpless victim and was only pre- 
vented from killing him there and then 
by being dragged away by hia fellow 
officers and while the prisoner was 
being conveyed to police headquarters 


of fire by night."

Legislation Which 1« of Special Interest to 


Hnnterg. 


Following is the act in full passed 


by the last legislature and approved 
by the governor on June 24: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the »en- 


ite and house of representatives of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
general assembly met, and it is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, 
That on and after the passage of th!s 
act any person or persons trespassing 
npon any cultivated or enclosed lands 
in this commonwealth for the purpose 
of bunting and trapping and taking 
therefrom any game birds or game 
animals after public notice by the 
owner, lessee or occupant thereof, snch 
notice to be posted on, around and 
adjacent to such cultivated or enclosed 
lauds, shall be guilty of wilful tres- 
pass, and in addition to the damages 
recovered by law shall be liable to (the 
owner, lessee or occupant) in a penalty 
not exceeding 85 for each and every 
offense, payable as provided in section 


two. 


Section 2. Any justice of the peace 


alderman, 
upon 
information or 


complaint made before him by affidavit 
of the violation of the provisions of 
this act by any person or persons, is 
hereby authorized and directed to is- 


bis warrant under his hand, and 


seal, directed to any constable in the 
county, to cause snch person or per- 
sons to be arrested and brought before 
said justice or alderman, who shall 
hear and determine the guilt or in- 
nocence of the person or persons ao 
charged, and 
if convicted of such 


wilful trespass shall be sentenced by 
such justice or alderman to pay a 
penalty of not exceeding §5, together 
with costs. One-half of such penalty 
shall be paid to the owner, lessee or 
occupant of said land and the remain- 
ing half to the school district of the 
•'fcy, borough 
or township wherein 


such offense was committed, also the 
costs of prosecution, and if the person 
or persons so couvic*ed and sentenced 
shall neglect or refuse to pay snch 
penalty or costs or secure the payment 
thereof within ten days, he or they 
shall be committed to the common jail 
of the proper county for a period not 
exceeding three months. 


Section 3. If any person or persons 


convicted and sentenced under'the pro- 
visions of this.act shall feel aggrieved 
thereby, he or they may appeal to the 
court of quarter sessions of the peace 
lor the county in which the offense 
was committed, by entering into re- 
cognizance with sureties, to be ap- 
proved by the justice or alderman, to 
appear before said court; which court 
shall hear the evidence ano? determine 
1he guilt or innocence of the person or 
persons so charged, and on conviction 
of the defendant or defendants and a 
failure to pay such penalty and costs 
imposed by the act, shall commit said 
defendant or defendants to the common 
jail ol the county for a period not ex- 
ceeding three months.

A Common HMpoMlbllltr, He DecteTH, 


KMti Upon the People. 


Quoting the words of Mr. McKinley, 


"God's will, not ours, be done," Hon. 
Willism J Bryan, in an address at 
Lincoln, Neb., last week, recalled the 
pathetic scenes at the deathbed and 
continued: 


'The terrible deed at Buffalo, rudely 


breaking the ties of family and friend- 
ship and horrifying every patriotic 
citizen, crowns a moat extraordinary 
life with a halo that cannot but exalt 
its victim's place in history, while his 
bravery during the trying ordeal, his 
forgiving spirit and his fortitude in 
the final hours give glimpses of hia 
inner life which nothing less tragic 
could have revealed. 


"But, inexpressibly sad as is the 


death of MeKinley, the illustrious 
citizen, it is the damnable murder of 
McKinley, the president, that melts 
seventy-five million hearts into one 
and brings a hush to the farm, the 
factory and the forum. 
The death, 


even when produced by natural causes, 
of a public servant charged with the 
tremendous responsibilities which press 
upon a president, shocks the entire 
country and is infinitely multiplied 
when the circumstances attending con- 
stitute an attack upon the govern- 
ment itself. 


"No one can estimate the far-reach- 


ing effect of such an act as that which 
now casts a gloom over the land. It 
shames America in the eyes of the 


Law of the Snccmlim. 


The number of inquiries upon the 


subject which have reached this office 
suggests the utility of in article con- 
veying some information on the sub- 
ject of the law of the presidential suc- 
cession. At tbe time Garfield was shct 
and for some years later the presiden- 
tial office passed to the vice-president 
and from him to the speaker of tl e 
house of representatives, and further 
than that no provision had been made. 
This was recognized to be a danger, 
oua condition of affairs and in 1S86, at 
the first session ol the Forty-ninth 
congress, a law was enacted which 
provides that the succession should t» 
from the vice-president to the mem- 
bers of the cabinet in the following 
order; 


Secretary of state. 
Secretary of the treasury. 
Secretary of war. 
Attorney general. 
Postmaster general. 
Secretary of the navy. 
Secretary of the interior. 
At the time this law was pataed 


there was no such office as secretary 
of agriculture, and whether the suc- 
cession would extend to him by con- 
atruction is a moot point. 
So far, 


however, as Secretary Wilson is con- 
cerned, it is immaterial, as he, having 
been born an alien, would be ineligi- 
ble, anyhow. It has been asked what 
becomes of the office of vice-president 
when ite incumbent succeeds to the 
presidency ? 
The answer is that it 


falls temporarily into abeyance. There 
ceases to be any vice-president. Hia 
only active function is to preside over

In Tin- Idler of the wonderful siate 
aided industry at Jeoa whore glass and 
lenses are made for scientists. Tbe in- 
dustry lias been built up by Professor 
Abbe auO Dr. Scliott, and bas through- 
out been coudticMed by scientists whose 
efforts bave made .leua famous among 
scientific men tbe world over.

We saw tbis glass in process of man- 


ufacture. 
A boy workman caught a 


bit of molten glass from tbe furnace on 
the end of a blowpipe. It was hardly 
larger than a walnut, but by twirling 
and blowing and molding it grew to the 
size of an orange, with tbe shape of an 
orange. More glass was then added; 
and there was more rolling and blow- 
ing, and when the proper stage was 
readied 
the 
blowpipe 
was 
passed 


quickly to the brawny master work- 


man. 


lie, in his turn, added glass, blowing 


from time to lime with cheeks out- 
pulfud until it seemed as though they 
must burst, and then rolling the great 
ball of glass on bis iru:i kneading board 
until it looked lil.e a huge yellow gourd. 
Faster and faster he worked, keeping 
the ball always symmetrical and yet 
while hot.

Sometimes in drawing these lubes one 
of tbe blowers would not only run tbe 
length of tbe corridor, but far outside 
on the hill.

of the huntsmen. 


For ages this death trap In the Rocky 


mountains has probably been luring the 
inhabitants of the forest to their doom. 
Witb the rains of spring tbe bones of 
the dead of the preceding year are car- 
ried down to the creek and the gulch 
cleared for the death harvest of the 
summer and winter. 


Tbe geologists say that the lavas 


which fill the ancient basin of tbe park 
at this place rest upon the flanks of 
mountains formed of fragmentary vol- 
canic ejects. Gaseous emanations are 
given out in great volume. These come, 
the scientists say, from deposits of al- 
tered aud crystalline travertine mixed 
with pools in the creek. 
Above these 


deposits the creek cuts into a bank of 
sulphur. In the bottom of tbe gully is 
a small stream sour witb sulphuric 
acid. 


No wonder tbe poor animals seeking 


shelter in the gulcli meet death there.
